PROPOSED INCREASES.

Tke Australian Government has 
decided to pay its federal employees 
a minimum of four guineas, pending 
a final decision on the Basic Wage 
Commission’s report. Mr. Hughes 
indicated that the proposed increases 
would nat be paid to all workers, as

PROPOSED GIANT PLANT. 


In keeping with its policy df ex” 


tensive improvements for the hand-| 


ling of Trans-Pacific’ freight and 
Ppagsenger business, the Admiral Line 
has recommended to ‘the United 
States Shipping Board, the purchate 
fof a‘valuable waterfrort site at 
Seattle, and the construction thereon 
of an up-to-the-minute terminal. This 
building will be’capable of handling 
and storing many thousandsof tons of 
freight per day, and passengers will 
be handled through it with all the 
despatch. of a modern railway 
terminal. The main building will be 
in the neighbourhood of 750 feet long, 
built to.a height of six stories. while’ 
in the central. part will be built a 
tower ten stories high, which will 
house the various ofiiceand operating 
departments of the insticution. Pro- 
jecting from the shore building will 
-be three separate wharves over 1,000 
ft. long, 2 stories high each one cap- 
able of berthing six large steamers, 
or a total berthing space for 18 
vessels. The plant will be equipped 
with all the most modern machinery 
for the expeditious handling of 
freight to and from the Orient. 

The Admiral Line management 
.has proposed that this giant plant be 
erected under the auspices of the 
United States Shipping Board, and, 
when completed, leased to’ the 
Steamship company for operation. 
The Admiral Line, being the largest 
American operators on the Pacific 
Coast, are in a position accurately to 
know the needs of the trade, and 
may be relied upon to handle the in 
stitution properly when it is complet- 
ed. Its cost is estimated to be about 
$6,000,000, and its construction will
